^ (57) Abstract: A method of inducing tolerance to an antigen in a patient, the method comprising administering to the patient an agent 
Q which raises the effective cAMP concentration in a monocyte cell and GMCSF or a derivative thereof. Preferably, the agent which 
raises the effective cAMP concentration in a monocyte cell is a prostaglandin or agonist thereof which stimulates cAMP production 
j^* in a monocyte. Optionally, the antigen to which it is desired to induce tolerance, or a derivative thereof, may also be administered.
